Professor Hawk is inspired by 
Stephen Hawking. He is a human head with a bird robot body.

The Olive Corp. building is a signature structure in the Townsville 
skyline. The skyscraper's antenna is adorned with a giant globe, so it 
looks like a cocktail olive pierced by a toothpick. 


1.2.12. CUCOR'S PICKLES 


Cucor's is Townsville's largest pickle manufacturer, and a favorite of the 
Mayor's. They operate a number of carts throughout the city. 
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1.2.13. BALLS 'N' STUFF 
A chain of stores that sells...balls and stuff. 


3.1. CODENAME: KIDS NEXT DOOR 


Codename: Kids Next Door offers a wide array of unique environments. 
Most of the following can be found in a remarkably complete Wikipedia 
entry, located here. 


3.1.1. GALLAGHER ELEMENTARY 


This is the school that the members of the KND attend. It is a typical 
American school. 


3.1.2. TASTY-TASTE ICE CREAM FACTORY 


An ice cream factory run by Father's nefarious Ice Cream Men. The 
factory's delicious operations are clearly a front for something much 
more sinister. 


3.1.3. SUPERVILLAIN SUPERMARKET AND DELI 
A typical American market where adult villains go to shop. 


3.1.4. PLUSH MEADOWS STUFFED ANIMAL CEMETERY 
A graveyard for stuffed animals that have passed on. 


3.1.5. FLUFFY MEADOWS NURSING HOME 
A retirement home for Rainbow Monkeys. 


3.1.6. JELLY'S CANDY STORE 


A local candy store frequented by the members of the KND. At one 
time, the store was run by the villain called Knightbrace. 


3.1.7. LIME RICKY'S BAR 


Also known as the KND Soda Speakeasy, this establishment is a place 
for kids to congregate and drink delicious pop without adult interference. 
Often under attack by Mr. Fizz and the Soda Control Board. 
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3.1.8. CAMP LEMMEOUTTAHERE 


A summer camp that was used as a front to force kids to make lanyards 
and wallets, which were sold at low prices. Run by the villain known as 
Chester. Currently closed. 


3.1.9. BURGER FRENZY 


A chain of fast food restaurants that uses "kid meat" in its burgers. Also 
run by Chester. Currently out of business, but could be reopened as a 
legitimate operation for our game. 


3.1.10. DELIGHTFUL MANOR 


This giant mansion is the home of Father and his adopted kids, the 
Delightful Children From Down The Lane (DCFDTL). 


3.1.11. ACCOUNTING & SON 
A boring adult-owned business. 


3.1.12. BALOOKA'S GROCERY STORE 
A typical American supermarket owned by the Balooka family. 


3.1.13. RAINBOW MONKEY HAPPY SUGAR LAND 


This is a Rainbow Monkey theme park. One of its attractions is called 
the Rainbow Monkey Sugar-Coated Castle of Love. 


3.1.14. RAINBOW MONKEY TOY FACTORY 
The factory that manufactures Rainbow Monkey toys. 


3.1.15. DODGEBALL TOWER 


The place where Numbuh Four squares off with the Dodgeball Wizard 
for dodgeball supremacy. 


3.1.16. SEA OF ASPARAGUS 
An ocean literally made of asparagus. Disgusting! 
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3.1.17. THE JUNGLE GYM/CHOCOLATE VOLCANO 


A typical jungle that houses a chocolate volcano. The villain Heinrich 
von Marzipan kidnaps the school's pet rabbit and threatens to dip him in 
boiling chocolate here. 


3.1.18. PINHEAD LANES BOWLING ALLEY 


A typical American bowling alley where Numbuh Four and his dad like 
to go bowling. 


3.1.19. TEPID WATERS SWIM CLUB 


The local public pool where the KND operatives often go swimming. Mr. 
Wink and Mr. Fibb were lifeguards here. 


3.1.20. TIELAND COMMONS SHOPPING MALL 
A shopping mall for adults, filled with boring stores like necktie shops. 


3.1.21. KND MUSEUM OF SERIOUSLY COOL ARTIFACTS AND 
STUFF 


As seen in Operation: Z.E.R.O. movie, this museum is for operatives to 
see KND-related memorabilia. 


3.1.22. MACARONI AND CHEESE MUSEUM OF ART 
A museum for macaroni artwork.

Estates cul-de-sac, the show does not feature many signature locations. 
Most are generic locales, such as the swimming hole, creek, abandoned 
house, etc. 


4.1.1. JAWBREAKER FACTORY 


Though this factory does not have a name, we know Kevin's father 
works there, which explains the pile of jawbreakers in Kevin's garage. 
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5.1. FOSTER'S HOME FOR IMAGINARY FRIENDS 


Located at 1123 Wilson Way, Madame Foster's mansion is one of the 
richest Cartoon Network locales available. Though the characters do 
venture out on occasion, most of their activities are relegated to the 
confines of the house. 


5.1.1. MAC'S APARTMENT 


Mac lives with his mom and brother Terrence in a typically American 
two-story apartment complex. Louise (owner of Cheese) lives on one 
side, and the Applebees live on the other. 


5.1.2. POINTIER IMAGE 


A spoof of the Sharper Image, this store is located in the shopping mall 
the gang visits in the episode, "Store Wars".

From the same episode, this is the restaurant in the mall at which Coco 
gets a job.

5.1.6. PARTY PLANET 
A party supply store. 


5.1.7. VICTORIAN INDESCRIBABLES 


Another store found n the mall, which sells lingerie. A parody of 
"Victoria's Secret".

5.1.8. . FUTURPOUP 
This is a fancy restaurant that Frankie goes to on a date. 


5.1.9. THE BEE HIVE ARCADE 


Like Chubby Cheese's, this restaurant/arcade is a parody of the Chuck 
E. Cheese chain. The place where you collect your prizes is called the 
Prize Hive. 


5.1.10. MAMA JOAN'S PASTA 


This is a chain of pizza/pasta fast-food restaurants, and is similar to 
Papa John's Pizza in America.

This is a chain of discount stores with "rock bottom" prices. Eduardo 
wants to buy a mattress here. 


6.1. THE GRIM ADVENTURES OF BILLY & MANDY

to us. Many are grounded in suburban reality, but there are plenty with 
goofy and bizarre origins. 


6.1.1. HOME OF THE ANCIENT 


This is a retirement home for elderly -- but not specifically monstrous or 
supernatural -- individuals. Dracula is a tenant here. 


6.1.2. _TOADBLATT'S SCHOOL OF SORCERY 


A direct parody of Harry Potter, this school for wizards is home to Nigel 
Planter and to the houses of Gunderstank and Weaselthorpe.

Huntor is an intergalactic sportsman who enjoys hunting the great 
creatures of the cosmos. Suggestions: restaurant chain, hunting 
equipment, car ads. 


2.1.3. BIG DADDY FAT 


Big Daddy Fat is a singer who appears on the show "Groove Train" and 
is inspired by performers like Puff Daddy and MC Hammer. 
Suggestions: music and movie posters. 


2.1.4. PELTRA 


Peltra is an evil villainess who tries to get Monkey for his fur. 
Suggestions: high fashion clothing, perfume fragrance. 


2.1.5. © MCBARK THE CRIME DOG 


A spoof on McGruff the Crime Dog, McBark is a mascot to help raise 
crime and safety awareness. Suggestions: posters in the dangerous 
parts of town.

2.1.6. THE PAPER TIGERS 


A group of newspaper delivery boys who behave like ninjas. 
Suggestions: graffiti, posters in suburban areas.

Dexter's Uncle Magic prefers the world of illusion to the world of 
science. Suggestions: magic stores, theme parks. 
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2.2. THE POWERPUFF GIRLS 


The Powerpuff Girls have an excellent rogue's gallery of villains to play 
with. Some may appear in our game in the future as NPCs. 


2.2.1. LENNY BAXTER 


Lenny Baxter is an obsessive PPG fan who wants to own everything 
Powerpuff, including the girls themselves. Suggestion: Lenny Baxter's 
Fanboys R Us Megastore. 


2.2.2. BOOGIE MAN 


A monster/alien who has a giant spaceship and tried to block out the 
sun with a disco ball. Suggestion: Dance club! 


2.2.3. ELMER SGLUE 


A classmate of the PPGs who turns into a giant paste monster. 
Suggestion: he markets his very own kind of paste. 


2.2.4. MAJOR MAN 


This was a stereotypical superhero who came to Townsville to try and 
replace the Girls, but he was nothing but a big phony. 


2.2.5. BERNIE BERNSTEIN 


A film director who pretends to make a PPG movie in an attempt to rob 
a bank. He could appear on movie posters. 


2.2.6. THE BROCCOLOIDS 


A race of aliens that look like giant pieces of broccoli. Could make 
excellent enemies, or mascots for frozen foods. 


2.2.7. BULLET 


A squirrel who is granted powers with Chemical X. Bubbles can talk to 
him. Would be great to see him in the Wilds or on magazine covers. 
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2.2.8. ROACH COACH 


A villain who commands roaches, and is revealed to be nothing but a 
roach in a giant robot body. Could sponsor an exterminator service.

The Talking Dog is a favorite recurring character. He could be the 
mascot for a long distance company or foreign language classes.

2.3.1. CUPPA JOE

of the world with disgusting coffee. Suggestion: a chain of "Cuppa Joe's" 
coffee shops. 


2.3.2. LASSO LASS 


Lasso Lass is an adult, but she used to be a member of the Cowboy 
Kids Club, similar to the KND. She has a horse named Clip-Clop. 
Suggestion: ranch, restaurant chain. 


2.3.3. MR. FLUFFLEUPAGUS 


This is the school's pet rabbit. Heinrich von Marzipan kidnaps him and 
tries to dip him in the chocolate volcano. Suggestion: candy. 


2.3.4. . ROBOBRADLEY 


Also known as Numbuh Six, Robobradley is a cybernetic skunk that 
used to be a regular skunk. 


2.3.5. | RUPERT PUTTKIN 


Also known as the Great Puttinski, Rupert is the reigning mini-golf 
champ. He could have his own course! 
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2.4. ED, EDD N EDDY 


The Eds do not have a long list of secondary cast members, but they do 
have some funny alter-egos. 


2.4.1... MASKED MUMBLER 


This is Double-D's wrestling alter-ego. He could appear on posters, 
magazines, or at sporting events. 


2.4.2. |. CAPTAIN MELONHEAD AND SPLINTER THE WONDER 
WOOD 


This is a superhero duo created by Jonny 2x4 and Plank. 


2.4.3. URBAN RANGERS 


This is a spoof of the Boy Scouts; many of the kids in the cul-de-sac are 
members. One of their badges is called the "Hairy Chest of Resilience". 


2.5. FOSTER'S HOME FOR IMAGINARY FRIENDS 


Because so many imaginary friends live at the Foster's mansion, there 
are some hilarious secondary characters on the show. Many can be 
found in the Wikipedia entry here. 


2.5.1. BLAKE SUPERIOR 


Blake Superior is the imaginary friend created by Richie Wildabreath. 
Blake has a superhero body and a tiger head, and Richie claims that he 
is the best imaginary friend ever. He could sponsor any number of 
consumer products! 


2.5.2. CREAKY PETE 

Creaky Pete is the friend in the rocking chair with the body of a giant 
beard. He's like an old country bumpkin. Suggestion: Creaky Pete's 
Hayseed Emporium. 
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2.5.3. BOWLING PAUL 


An imaginary friend with a head of a bowling pin. Not actually very good 
at bowling, but he could have his own bowling alley. 


2.5.4. _BULBY 


An imaginary friend that resembles a lightbulb. Could be the mascot for 
the local utilities company. 


2.5.5. FUNNY BUNNY 


Funny Bunny is the name Mr. Herriman is given after his singing and 
dancing video is released on the web. Would like to see Funny Bunny in 
record stores or on posters in "urban" areas. 


2.5.6. GEORGE MUCUS 


An imaginary friend made entirely of green snot, and a name very 
similar to the creator of Star Wars. Could have his own line of cold 
medicine or science fiction movies. 


2.5.7. UNCLE POCKETS 


The first imaginary friend ever to be at Foster's home. Uncle Pockets is 
a wacky guy and speaks in rhyme. He could have his own children's 
show or store. Suggestion: Uncle Pockets Gags 'n' Giggles. 


2.6. THE GRIM ADVENTURES OF BILLY & MANDY 


There is no lack of crazy supporting characters in this show. 


2.6.1. PURPLE FILTH 


This is the name of the rock band that Grim joins in the episode "Battle 
of the Bands". Suggestions: tour posters, album covers. 


2.6.2. SCHLUBS 


These are small creatures that live in a mushroom village. They are a 
parody of the Smurfs. 
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2.7. MISCELLANEOUS 


Various secondary characters from our shows. 


2.7.1... COURAGE THE COWARDLY DOG: DR. VINDALOO 


Eustace and Muriel's Hindu doctor is a bit of a quack. His medical 
knowledge is questionable at best. Suggestions: a line of bizarre 
medical products. 


2.7.2. COW AND CHICKEN: RED GUY 


Red Guy is a devilish character who fills many different roles. He is 
often seen driving an ice cream truck. 


2.7.3. COW AND CHICKEN: COUSIN BONELESS 


Cow and Chicken's cousin, a boneless chicken who can't really move 
around. Suggestion: Cousin Boneless' Boneless Chicken Farm. 


2.7.4. BEN 10: KRAAB 


Kraab is an intergalactic bounty hunter with multiple legs and a large, 
powerful claw. Could provide bounty hunting services, or to be silly, he 
could host a seafood restaurant. 


2.7.5. EVIL CON CARNE: GENERAL SKARR 


Hector Con Carne's evil military strategist, General Skarr has one eye 
and would be perfect hawking a line of monocles. 


2.7.6. EVIL CON CARNE: ESTROY 


Estroy is Hector Con Carne's nemesis. Also a villain, he could have his 
own weapons factory.

A knockoff of Dungeons & Dragons that Dexter plays with his friends. 


3.1.5. GAME SHOW: SIBLING RIVALRY 
A TV game show that pits siblings against each other. 


3.1.6. TV SHOW: GROOVE TRAIN 
A music show similar to American Bandstand or Soul Train. 


3.1.7. TV SHOW: STAR CHECK 
A parody of Star Trek. Characters are Captain Irk, Spork and Phones. 


3.2. THE POWERPUFF GIRLS 


This cereal previously mentioned under entry for "Generally Foods".

A cereal based on the Rainbow Monkey franchise. 


3.3.3. GAME: YIPPER CARDS 
This is a trading card game similar to Pokemon. 
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3.4. ED, EDD N EDDY 


Many of the Eds' fake products stem from big Ed's love of comic books 
and monster movies. 


3.4.1. COMIC: EVIL TIM 
One of Ed's favorites. 


3.4.2. MAGAZINE: FRISKY 
This gentleman's magazine is a holdover from Eddy's older brother. 


3.4.3. MOVIE: REBEL ROBOT RANCH 
A monster movie that was playing at the local cinema. 


3.4.4. PRODUCT: MONTEZUMA'S FREE RANGE MANURE 
Eddy used this manure to turn his lawn into a forest. 


3.5. FOSTER'S HOME FOR IMAGINARY FRIENDS 


Foster's has a few key products of note.
